llrowne walked ahead of the wagon
When he reached the
steps he waved his hand fur the wavon
to slop, and then sturted lu to hiii.ingut.
the fast gathering crowd

llrowne had not said u ilo7.en w inN
before Detective Itogers put his hand
on Ilrowne's shoulder and told hlin to
stop ami move on. The loudei ol the
hoboes protestetl, hut gave orders for
the wagon proceed down the street

llrowne walked uhtad of the wagon,
looking up at the windows of the banks
and brokers' olilces as ho passed nlong.
At the corner of William street, Itiowne
changed his mind about obeying the po-
lice, and told the drher of the wagon
to turn about and go luck to the

Hy this time a ctowd of seveial hun-
dred people was following llrowne and
the wagon. When llrowne again mount-
ed the steps of the to ad-
dress the crowd, Detecthes Itogers and
Hush at once took him Into custody.

Hrowne was taken to Polite Head-
quarters and lodge 1 In a tell He
characterized his utrest as mi outrage,
saying that he was not linking a
speech, but was merely talking, as all
citizens have a constitutional right to
do, and that he was arrested wh'le ex-
ercising a prerogative which belonged
to ill Americans.

After llrowne had been arrested, one
of his followers, , H. Hulllwin by
name, n moulder, from Chicago, said
that llrowne had delegated his authority
to him, and that he would englneei the
"Army of Industry" until Hrowne wus
hei at liberty.

The hobo chief was the only one of the
Wealeis taken Into custods. He is
charged with disorderly conduct, but It
Is not believed that he will be set nt
liberty when arraigned In court If he
wll loot promise lo le.ue the cltv with-
out attempting any further demonstra-
tions.

Half a dozen of Ilrowne's followers
appealed this afternnin on .Mulbeiry
slreet, opposite Polli e HeadiitiHrtcis,
and loitered In the vicinity for a while
Thcv snld thev were a "Commltto,"
but declined to state their mission They
llnally left without making any

Conquered hy n More Warlike
Tribe In 1M1I5.

There are living In the Chatham Isl-
ands, 480 miles southeast of New Zea-
land, about 25 persons, the rem-
nant of the cuilous Moilorl people, long
Inhabitants of the group, sajs an ex-
change. Alexander Hluind, who Is the
only scholar acquainted with the
Morlorl language, has Hied thirty years
among these people, und gives un ac-
count of them through the Journal of
the Polynesian Society of ellington,
New Zealand.

The Morlorls, according to their own
account, seem to be of the sume Poljne-sla- n

race as that found In --New
on the arrlvul of the Maoris twen-O-tw- o

generations ago, The Maoris
cjiuiuereil the Chatham Islands In 1M1,
anil since then the Morlorls luvu rapid-
ly disappeared, 'they numbernl at the
time of t lift foiiuuest about .'.imi souls.
Their main Island, which contilns nme-tenth- n

of the area of the group, Pleas-
ures 3GU suu.tre miles.

The Morlorls arc much like the Maoris
but u little darker and their feituresare somewrm more llibralc, theit noses
being ofttn strongly hooked A por-
trait of a Morlorl shows a somewhatscrawny, wrinkled face, with straight
nose, prominent ejes, a thick thatch of
wuvy halt, a stubby mustuche and ti
short, scrubby heard

The Morlorls had and hale less energy
and vivacity than the Mujiis, ami they
were less warlike. Indeed, they have u
tradition ttiat lighting was toibiddeu
and ceased in the dayt of their ancestoi
Nunuku, twenty-seve- n generations ugo
Since then the only weapon ot these
people has been the quartet staff, ami
homicide has been almost If not quite
unknown among them.

was usual ninong them, and In fore
the Maori conquest large families weie
common.

After their enslavement, however. In-

crease almost ceased, and the tnsl.ued
weie sometimes found dead of u morn-
ing Id their houses without appirent
cause. Tre taboo was potent umong
these people, and they were compelled
after the conquest to do things th.it
deoecrated their tabu.

The Morlorls Hied together In sm.ill
communities They Inhabited
huts of reeds, sometimes lined for
warmth. They had cooking huts sepa-
rate from the sleeping huts, and the
former were taboo to the men Men nnd
women dined separately, and there wireordinarily but two meals a day, at li

o'clock In the morning nnd nbout f.

o'clock in the afternoon. In the winters
of ears when food was scarce they had
hut one meal a day, but occasionally in
times of plenty they rose to the luxuo
of three meals a day. Their food was
llsh, the ilesh of seals and of several
wild birds. One of the latter, the l,

Is now extinct. It was laiger
than a goose, and from Its habit ot
constantly rooting In the ground foi
food It could easily be approached and
elxed.
The mehorikl, also an extinct bird

was a favorite food of the Morlorls,
and there was a closed season tn which
this bird might not be killed. The
Morlorl caught the jouug sea bird-- ,

before they could fly, potted them und
preserved the meat by wrapping It up
and burlng It In the ground.

The seal was caught for clothing us
well as for food, and the Morlorls Ind
lumbering deep water, raftlike boats
for sealing. They entured to sea In
these, taking caie, howeirr, to note
the state of the moon In unler not to
be swept far out.

When Luropeans came to the Islands,
the seals, which had been slain only In
small numoers by the Morloils, were de-
stroyed In great numbers, and the Morl-
orls after that went half naked for lack
of their accustomeJ material for cloth-
ing. They tried to recover a lost art of
mit weaving, but were saved the trouble
by their conaueiors, the .Maoris, who
taught them the Miorl art of wealing,
so that they might be clothed.

The usual Polne-la- method of strlk-In- g

a light by lubblng a polntel stick In
a groove worn In a piece of softer wood
was the method of the Morlorls, and the
women carefully guarded the tiring wood
that it should not get damp.

After the promulgation of the laws
against war, the Morlorls laid aslle most
of their weapons or turned them t)
peaceful uses. Their stone battle axe
was used to cut timber. They had wedges
for splitting nnd chisels for making holes
In wood. They had ornamental baskets
to hold precious things jnd othel baskets
of plainer make to hold fiult. They
made tishlng nets of many forms out of
common flax. The calabash does not
grow on the Islands, so the Morloils car-
ried water In hornshaped vessels maje of
green flax leave?.

The boats of the Morlorls differed
greatly from those of nil other Polyne-
sian peoples. They had no true canoe,
but a heavily built up craft that was
pulled with difficulty, though it was
very stanch in a rough sea The island
had no timber big enough to be hollowed
Into canoes, and for this reason the raft
principle was substituted. The rafts
were floored with the flower stalks of u
plant. These boats were big enough to
cary sixty or seventy persons and were
propelled by paddles. The Morlorls car-
ried fire on their boats nnd had on the
floor hearthlike arrangements of stone
and earth for the embers to rest upon.

The race was divided Into tribes, nnd
each tribe had a chief, the eldest born
of the principal family, who was some-tlme-

also a priest. Chiefs and old men
were exceedingly taboo, and no one
dared to pass neninu a pnesi or an ei-

der. Should any one negligently do so
the offended one would cry, "Mv back,
my back!" The chief took precedence ot
all, and no one Interfered wttn his func-
tions. The pilests were the ablest men.
Slavery was unknown.

Kach tribe had Its own section of coun-
try, but us the Morlorlu did not cultl-lat- e

the soil ownership In It extended
only to the right or occupancy und to
the taking of natural products and the
hunting of game.

Many gods were worshipped by the
Morlorls, and the tajioo in miny forms
had irway among them Witchcraft was
practised, but It was belleied that the
soul of the person bewitched returned
from tho shades to slay the bewltcher

It Is a Morlorl tradition that man was
made of the dust of the earth and that
a spirit was placed lu the body thus
formed.
